VANCOIUVER (CUP) — Despite 
fierce opposition from their own 
deans and from campus groups, 
the engineers at the University of 
British Columbia intend to proceed 
with their annual Lady Godiva ride, 
now called the Peeping Tom 
parade. 

The ride, which has taken place 
every February since 1951, involves 
parading a nude woman through 
the campus ona horse, surrounded 
by rowdy engineers. 

“When the Lower Mainland 
community sees this ride, it sees 
that sexism is condoned,” said Glo- 
tia Coombs, a first year applied 
science student. 

Danica Gleave, a member of the 
Coalition Against Sexism on Cam- 
pus, said: “This ride is a public dis- 
play of violence toward women. 
Even if other people (than engi- 
neers) and women do not see the 
ride, it will still affect them.” 

“But the engineers say the ride 
embodies the spirit of engineers 
and they are unwilling to break the 
tradition. 

“lady Godiva i is the patron saint 
of engineering,” said Rich Fitzpa- 
trick, treasurer of the engineering 
undergrad society. 

“The ride symbolises a kind of 
spirit (engineers share) to stand up 
for what you believe in under 
pressure.” ’

Axel Meisen, dean of applied 
science said the ride is degrading to 
both women and men and asked 
the engineers to cancel the event. 
He said he lacks the authority to 
cancel it himself, but will consider 
closing the engineers’ club house 
(the Cheese Factory) if they 
proceed. 

“That would be a very unpopular 
move,” said Fitzpatrick. “I don’t 
think he'll do it.” 

In 1982, Dean L.M. Wedepohl 
padlocked the club house door, 
successfully pressuring the engi- 
neers to permanently stop produc- 
ing their newspaper, the Red Rag. 

Michael Davies, associate dean 
of applied science, said he wants to 
see the ride stopped because of the 
negative effect it has on female 
enrolment. 

“1 think there are a number of 
women in gradé 12 who think 
about (the ride) and decide they 
don’t want to go into engineering,” 
he said.

University could market own students exclusively 


Employment Centre bye-bye?

The familiar Canadian Employ- 
ment Centre on Campus (CEC- 
OC) on the fourth floor of SUB may 
soon disappear and be replaced by 
the university’s own student place- 
ment office. 

The federal government has 
recently announced that opera- 
tions of the Employment Centres 
“aré to be streamlined”, said Dean 
Miller, Dean of Student Services. 
The agreement between the uni- 
versity and the centre also ends 
March 31. 

“It’s an opportune time to review 
what’s happened, where we're at 
now and possibilities for the fu- 
ture,” said Miller. 

Miller has asked the COSS (Coun- 
cil on Student Services) standing 
committee on Career Counselling 
and Placement Services to assess 


the work of the Centre, Employ- 
ment Centres at other universities, 
and university-run_ offices at other 
universities. 

The advantage of having an emp- 
loyment agency run by the univer- 
sity is that it would be run entirely 
for students says Miller and could 
aggressively market and place U of 
A students. 

“An institution’s credibility, rep- 
utation, and standing in the com- 
munity is to some extent depend- 
ent on where its graduates end 
up.” 

One example cited by Miller of 
how the CEC-OC’s “hands are tied 
by federal government policies” is 
in overseas placements, or place- 
ments for international students. 

Donna Beech, manager of‘ the 
Centre, said the office has not felt 
the effects of any streamlining yet. 


Beech pointed out that a place- 
ment office is very expensive. Last 
year, the office spent $220, 000 
toward staff salaries. 

Miller approximated a $150,000 
cost. “It’s money well spent.” 

But Beech agrees with “whatev- 
er’s best for U of A students. The 
office is set up for students.” 

“If the university did take the 
office over, the Commission (the 
Canadian Employment and Immi- 
gration Commission) would sup- 
port the university completely... to 
make the adjustment work.” 

“No one is questioning the qual- 
ity of work done by the Employ- 
ment Centre, given its mandate 
and resources,” said Miller. “But 
with all the good will in the world, 

(the centre) is still a federal govern- 
ment operation’and can’t have as 
its number one priority the i inter- 
ests of our students.”

Registration blues may becomea 
_mood of the past when the sophis- 
ticated computerized ‘telephone 
registration’ system opens at the U 
of A in March. 

Except for the poor students of 
Dentistry, Medicine and 1st and 
2nd Engineering (they are NOT 
‘abnormal’ insists Hugh King, Asso- 
ciate Registrar Schedules), the reg- 
ular students can now register from 

- the comfort of their homes (or in 
most cases from the discomfort of 
some remote mountain lodge, 
some ski slope, etc.). 

But students beware! The future 
of your student life depends on the 
availability of a Touch Tone tele- 
phone that makes a different tone 
sound after each button is pressed 
(e.g. a Van Goghan approximation 
of Do-Re-Mi-Fa-...). It also must 
have a * (star) and a # (pound) key. 

Phones that make no tone (or 
make a continuous gurgling sound) 
or phones that make the same tone 
(usually a variation of Tooo..t) will 
not work. 


So once you have the proper tel- 
ephone, what do you do? Even if 
you know the system number,un- 
‘less you want to run telephone bill 
that will be a prospective Guinness 
Book of World Records entry, you 
‘HAVE to obtain the proper registra- 
tion material and, in some cases, 
Faculty Department counselling. 


“This is very important,”: says 
Brian Silzer, Registrar, “for the stu- 
dents to know that they just can’t 
pick up the phone and expect the 
computer to do everything.”

this class, press ‘A’ followed by the 
pound key or please enter your 
request now.’ Or it may say, ‘l am 
sorry. The section you requested is 
full. Section xx at another time is 
available. Please enter your request 
now’. 

The good thing about the VOICE 
is that its vocabulary is severely 
limited. All it will probably say is 
already printed in black and yellow 
in the procedures booklet. So you 
are not up against some rude 
awakenings. é 

But students who have not paid 
some fees or haven’t returned some 
library materials won’t be allowed 
to register. 

Pressing the ‘L#’ buttons will give 
students a listing of all the courses 
he or she has registered in.

endless talk about parties,” he said. 
“There should be better things to 
do at a university. | would like to 
see more of the student govern- 
ment in my office with feedback. 

“It isn’t going like it should,” said 
Bour. “You are children running 
the student organization and I’ve 
seen nothing here to merit my 
support [of the executive].” 

The dean added that he has no 
authority to take further action and 
that the matter was solely a student 
concern. 

Bour concluded his remarks cryp- 
tically: “You elected them, you’re 
responsible.” 

SU President Nickel said that fis- 
cal responsibility for FS) SU 
money finally rests with the SU, 
“even though we respect the facul- 
ty’s independence.” 

He said that the FSJ SU was like 
other faculty associations — like 
the Engineering Students Associa- 
tion and the Arts Students Associa- 
tion — on campus. They can be 
auditted by the SU and can be 
taken before the SU’s Disciplinary, 

Interpretation and Enforcement 
(DIE) Board as well as the univer- 
sity’s University Disciplinary Panel 
(UDP), which has the power to 
expel students. 

Nickel said that the SU would 
audit the FS} SU “if we had com- 
plaints and we had just cause. There 
has to be a damned good excuse.”

Journalists Aid Terrorism?

Censoring media coverage of 
terrorism is too high a price to pay 
-even if the cost involves lives, says 
Edmonton Journal editor Stephen 
Hume. 

“It isn’t up to us to decide what 
stories to print,” said Hume at a 
Political Science Undergraduate 
Association forum on terrorism and 
the media. 

To be concerned with “exclu- 
sion” and not “inclusion” would 
only result in a western version of 
TASS (the official Soviet news 
agency), Hume said. 

However, Dr. Leslie Greene, a U 
of A political science professor and 
an expert on terrorism said “glam- 
our value” and not “news value” is 
the controlling factor in deciding 
what to publish or broadcast. 

Greene felt the media had lost 
“the distinction between liberty 


and licence.” 

Too many details of procedures 
such as rescue attempts were being 
released and, as a result, lives were 
being lost, he said. 

As an example, Greene told a 
story in which a reporter allowed a 
policeman to open a car door he 
knew was going to explode. 

“would fire that reporter and 
try to make sure that person never 
worked in this business again,” 
responded Hume. 

Hume indicated that any changes 
to be made in what was broad- 
casted would come about through 
public and market pressures. 

“You have to weigh the interests 
of the terrorists against the right of 
the public to be informed,” said 
Hume, even when it resulted in 
“orgies of excess” such as the 1985 
Beirut hijacking incident.

International students have WCT woes too

Five per cent of all international: 


students have not yet passed the 
WCT while the figure for Canadian 
students is only two per cent. 

According to statistics supplied 
by International Students’ Affairs, 
out of the total of 503 students who 
had not yet passed the Writing 
Competency Test by Nov. 15, 41 
were international students. 

Of those 41 students, 20 had 
marginally unsatisfactory (MU) and 
21 had unsatisfactory (U) standings. 
Twelve of them had taken the test 
four times. Since MU’s are not 
accepted by most faculties, at least 
12 international students are in 
grave danger of being required to 
withdraw from the U of A.

When contacted, the Testing and 
Remediation Office could not pro- 
vide any information about those 
12 students. “Statistics would be 
available later,” and “the informa- 
tion is confidential”. were some of 
the reasons cited. 

Mr. Bruce Caldwell, the Interna- 
tional Student Advisor, said that 
although it is harder for interna- 
tional students to pass the WCT, it is 
not unfair to them. 

All international students are 
required to obtain at least 600 (in 
some cases 550) in the ‘Test of Eng- 
lish as a Foreign Language (TOEFL)’: 

“But the concept and content of 
the two tests are very different,” 
says Caldwell. TOEFL is just a test 
for grammar and comprehension.

Most international students feel 
that the test is harder for them. 
Many of the students contacted 
said that a special remediation 
course for just the international 
students would be of great help. “1 
took the (present) remediation 
course, but | still got a U,” said 
Hung Diung, an international 
student. 

Audrey Djuwita, another interna- 
tional student, said, “At least one 
topic of very general and interna- 
tional interest should be included 
in the test.” “In most WCT tests, the 
essay topics,’ she noted, “are 
mostly relevant to western society.”

An audit must be called immediately. It’s the students’ money 
and rumors of financial mismanagement must be dispelled. If the 
rumors are true, the individuals responsible must be held 
accountable.

A $50,000 deficit and shaky political 


support places CJSR’s future in doubt. 

Station manager, Don Buchanan, expects 
the Students’ Union (S.U.) to pick up the 
$50,000 tab. “But if the S.U. pulled the plug, 
we’d keep going,” he said. 

But the S.U. is not so confident. Rob 
Splane, S.U. V.P. Finance retorts, “that with- 
out S.U. funding, free space and accounting, 
CJSR would cease to exist.” 

While rumours are circulating about cut- 
ting off funding to CJSR, Splane explains, 
“The executive will take no stance on the 
issue until the budget comes out.” 

Buchanan is adamant. “CJSR deserves the 
funding. We provide publicity for U of A 
sporting events, and one out of two of our 
news broadcasts features campus issues.” 
According to Buchanan, the services pro- 
vided by CJSR far outweigh the heavy deficit. 

Further, Buchanan notes that the station 
has done some growing. “We have larger 


office space and our listenership has in- 
creased. On a weekly basis, 22,000 people 
tune into 88.5 FM.” 

Splane is dubious about this. “True CJSR is 
expanding here and there. They want to get 
bigger without having the means to do so. 
More power (watts) and more listenership 
does not necessarily guarantee large ad 
revenue. They could work towards bringing 
in more revenue from advertising. Hopefully 
having a new face in that department will 
help out.” 

Buchanan explains the other sources of 
revenue. Among them is the fundraiser. 
“This year we hope to raise $30,000. Air- 
tight brought in $20,000, though we had to 
spend the same amount getting it out.” 


“We are,” explains Buchanan, “a slow 
boat progressing slowly.” 
Splane’s doubts run further. “We are 


planning to hold a campus survey. If the 
results show that the students aren’t inter- 
ested i in keeping CJSR, we will have to shelve

and pine tunefully. You scream ‘what the 
fuck is going on?’ That is hardcore.” 

Ever since the Edmonton appearance of 
the Dead Kennedys last year the local scene 
has doubled and word of mouth is usually 
enough to fill a hall. 

Last Saturday at the Dinwoodie, 640 peo- 
ple packed tightly into the hall to listen to 
SNFU and guests. 

It should be interesting t to see how hard- 
core evolves in the-next 10 years. 


Love’s Labours Lost 
Studio Theatre 
til Feb. 8

Studio Theatre’s production of Love’s 
Labours Lost leaves one wondering why, 
until recently, this play has been overlooked 
by so many acting companies. 

This play’s strength lies not in plot or in 
character, but rather in comic dialogue and 
situation. 

One of Shakespeare’s early comedies, this 
play tells of three young lords who swear to 
deprive themselves of worldly pleasures 
(including women) for three years upon 
entering Ferdinand, the King of Navarre’s 
Academy. f 

The moment the vow is taken, they are 
faced with three beautiful women, attend- 
ants to the Princess of France, who together 
with their mistress come to stay at the palace. 

Predictably, each lord falls hopelessly in 
love with one of the attendants. To make 
matters worse the King, also sworn to celi- 
bacy, can’t resist the charms of the Princess. 

The high point of the play occurs when the 
men disguise themselves as Cossacks and 
attempt to seduce the ladies who retaliate by 
masking themselves and confusing their hope- 
ful suitors. : 

Despite a lack -of depth in some of the 
characters, the actors’ interpretations are 
convincing and well-defined. 

Deserving special mentions are Jeff Has- 
lam as the oily Berowne and Gordon Port- 
man who portrays the “fantastical Spaniard”, 


Don Adriano de Armado as an extremely 
self-possessed lunatic. Michael Davis gives a 
strong performance as the King although at 
times he speaks too quickly to be entirely 
understood. Jeff Haslam and James MacDo- 
nald as Berowne and Langeville are charm- 
ing as eager young men who fall so easily 
from their promises. 

The women in this play are willful, devious, 
even cynical; but at the same time, very like- 
able. They are flattered by the favours bes- 
towed on them by the men, but if anything 
see less sincerity in them than is actually 
present, therefore, they plot to embarrass 
them: “So shall we stay, mocking intended 
game, /And they, well mocked, depart away 
with shame.” Although these women are 
well-played, especially by Davina Stewart as 
the Princess and Pat-Darbasie as Rosaline, 
their voices are occasionally shrill and there 
is a need for greater development of their 
characters. 

Sound direction is given by Bernard Hop- 
kins, making the potentially confusing word 
play distinct and the plot clear. Each scene 
stands well on its own asa unit which, if taken 
out of its context, would retain almost the 
same dramatic value. The puns were well- 
timed and raised appreciative laughs from 
the audience. 

The choice of costumes and scenery is 
unusual, reflecting early twentieth century 
styles, but succeeds even adding, at times, to 
the humour of the play. The atmosphere was 
enhanced by the classical music chosen to 
accompany some scenes, and the lighting 
was consistent so as not to be a distraction.

The first 25 minutes of Face Off 
’86 were almost a carbon copy of 
last year’s game. But what occurred 
after that was akin to the behind- 
the-scenes stuntman finally getting 
his chance and stealing the show 
‘from the big star. 

The NAIT Ookpiks out-skated, 
out-hustled, and just plain out- 
performed the favoured Alberta 
Golden Bears to cruise to a7-5 win, 
and their first Ronald McDonald 
cup. 

And if ever there was a straw that 
stirred the drink, it was NAIT’s 
Mike Spencer on this night. Spen- 
cer potted four goals plus an assist 
to run away with player of the 
game honours for the Ooks. 

For Alberta, Gerald Koebel had a 
goal and two helpers to claim the 
pair of Daoust skates as the Bears’ 
MVP. 

In a reprise of ’85, NAIT jumped 
to a 2-0 lead early in the second 
after Spencer banged home a pass 
from the corner. while cruising 


unguarded in front of Bear goalie 
Darren Turner’s net. 

Once again, the first period was a 
blistering affair with at least twelve 
solid bodychecks filling up the 
opening ten minutes. Spencer 
opened the scoring at the 8:28 
mark, as NAIT dominated period 
no. 1 offensively. 

But at this point, it became 
obvious that there was something 
missing in the Golden Bear attack:
